THE NEWS out of the U.S. on the 
eve of the presidential elections is 
that this yeur it's chie to be Repubti- 
can. A nationwide poll of high- 
school pupils found that G0 per cent 
preferred Ronald Reagun to Walter 
Mondale for president. College stu- 
dents, fon, look up to the sep- 
tuagenarian president as the symbol 
of a prosperous, sitong America, as 
do the blue-collar workers. 

The pollsters report that the work- 
ers have been largely ignoring the 

ro-Mondale line Guken by the offi- 
cial AFL-CIO leadership. There are 

undits who claim that the current 
shift to right of centre is part of a 
politivul cycle in America, with the 
teenagers and the students staging 
their own kind of counter-rebellion 
lo the puisy rebellivusness of the 
generation of the 19 6615, who today 
Jament the conservatism of youth in 
America. 

For the Israeli political observer 
there ure interesting parallels be- 
tween the U-S. elections in 1984 and 
Israel's Knesset elections in L981. 

Ronald Reagan resembles in 
many ways our Menachem Begin in 
his heyday. His charisma, his projec- 
tion of the image of the father of the 
nation to a broad segment of the 
clecturate, the feeling that he has 
“made America stand strong and 
upright” (as the election slogan 
goes), the sense of economic well- 
being informing so many people -- all 
these things remind one of Begin, 
vintage 1981. The difference, 
however, is that in Israel the percep- 
tion of ceonomic well-being was a 
total delusion, while in the U.S. it is 
very real. 

The Begin parallel certainly cn- 
compasses the phenomenon of 
overwhelming support among the 
rising generation and the working 
masses. 

‘There has been another element 
in the campaign that suggests a pural- 
lel. Reagan and the Republicans 
continue to campaign ngainst the 
1976-1980 record of the Carter admi- 
nistration, associating the present 
Democratic candidate with the scars 
left on the nationalspsyche by the 
sorry episode of the hostages in the 
American Embassy in Teheran. As 
in the Israeli elections of 1981, the 
opposition candidate carries the 
heavy burden of the perceived fail- 
ings of the previous government. 
When television commentators re- 
mark that Ronald Reagan seems to 
be above the usual rules of political 


accountability, that has a familiar | 


ring to an Israeli who lived through 
the Begin years. 


THERE ARE pundits who claim 
that Mondale and the Democrats 
misread the national mond, aiming 
at the generation of the 705 with the 
fashionable ideas of the ‘60s -- 
another parallel to our Labour Par- 
ty's tactics under the initial campaign 
management influence of Yossi 
Sarid. The Democrats failed to take 
into account the wave of patriotism 
that the Olympic Games started 
across the land. These pundits also 
point to the highly significant be- 
haviour of the black athletes who, on 
Securing gold medals at Los 
Angeles, celebrated by wrapping 
themselves in the Stars and Stripes. 

his was in stark contrast to the 
behaviour ut the Mexico City Olyn- 
Pics, when black athletes indulged in

him to Mondale. The Rev. Jesse 
Jackson has suddenly disuppeared 
from view; his loud anti-Jewish anti- 
Israel, and pro-Thitd World rhetoric 
certainly tock front stage earlier this 
year, during the Democratic primar- 
ies. The Republicans have not 
allowed the Mondule people to get 
away with that ploy entircly, remind- 
ing voters of Jackson's cry of “Viva 
Cuba, Viva Castro” during a 
publicity-hunting trip te Havana in 
the summer. 

in Washington a year ago there 
was a rumour that the Republicans 
were providing the seed money for 
the Jackson campaign, That rumour 
certainly appeals to those favouring 
the conspiracy view of politics and 
history, and has so far not been 
substantiated. However, in retros- 
pect, the Republicans have hene- 
filed most from the emergence of 
Jackson on the scene- Moreover, it is 
a fact that investigations conducted 
by the FBI into the financial shenani- 
gans of Jackson's Chicago-based 
“Push” organizations were inexplic- 
ably dropped at the outset of the 
campaign. Subsequently he was to 
describe the discrepancy of $2 mil- 
lion to Lally Weymouth in New York 
Magazine as “sloppy accounting.” 


AS ONE perceptive black New 
York politician told me, “For every 
black voter that the Jackson cam- 


paign brought to register, it's clear - 


that two whites went to the trouble 
of registering.” 

Indeed, the big test of Jackson's 
influence will be how many new 
black voters will turn up at the polls 
on November 6 due to his appeal. 
Many prominent black politicians, 
especially the increasing number of 
black mayors in the big cities, have 
distanced themselves from him 
quietly, if not publicly. The only 
nationally-known black figure to 
take issue with Jackson was Atlanta 
Mayor Andrew Young, Carter's 
ambassador to the UN, who was 
booed by Jackson supperters at the 
San Francisco convention. 

Amajor criticism of Mandale, and 
not only nmong Jewish voters, has 
been his lack of moral stature in not 
disnssociating himself sufficiently 
strongly from Jackson at any stage in 
the campaign. Evenin his Jast debate 
with Reagan, Mondale was offered 
an opportunity to distance himself 
from Jackson but did not do so. 
What disturbed many traditional 
Democratic supporters among the 


American Jewish community wis 
the Mondale organization's refusal 
to allow a resolittion condemning 
anti-Semitism to be adopted by the 
convention oul of deference to the 
Jackson camp. 

it has been convenient from the 
sturt to have Jackson become a Jew- 
ish problem, rather than part of 
general black-white relations. In this 
way the WASP establishment min- 
aged to deflect the displeasure of the 
black masses that the first black 
contender for the White [House 
should have failed so early in the 
rave. 

One intelligent. articulate 
young black taxi driver loudly re- 
pretted that “Jackson failed to get 
anywhere because he only winted to 
be fair on the Middle Eust issue. Ife 
only wanted to let the Arab side be 
heard.” When J observed that ‘fair- 
ness" seemed to be on the side of all 
those petro-dollirs, 1 was reminded 
of the new image of Isracl us Goliath 
and the Arabs as David in the 
perception offered on the Middle 
East by American Arabists, espe- 
cially on TV. 


JUST AS Israel's Labour Party in 
the recent elections took its tradi- 
tional constituency for granted, and 
lost thereby, so the Democratic Par- 
ly under Mondale's leadership has 
ignored the Jewish community, 
especially on the anti-Semitism re- 
solution issue at the convention. 

There is a widespread feeling 
among them of being taken for 
granted, and many people 1 know 
will unwillingly vote far Mondale or 
might shift to Reagan fora variety of 
reasons, and vote Democratic in 
their local congressional or gov- 
ernorship contest. 

Israel may have figured in the first 
stage of the election campaign - 
during the Democratic primaries -- 
but that has not been the case in the 
run-up. Many middle-class Jewish 
voters, who support Republican fis- 
cal policies, will be more ensily able 
to vote for the Reagan-Bush ticket 
since the visit to the U.S. of Premier 
Shimon Peres afforded the Reagan 
White House a first-class opportun- 
ity to demonstrate ils support for the 
new national unity government. 

Yet many Jewish voters find them- 
selves in a dilemma, confronted by

caust Should not be discounted. 

A group of Christian and J 
religious leaders this week issued a 
statement fearing that Reagan 
would be influenced by those favour- 
ing Armiugeddon theology inte not 
secking a recenciliation with the 
Soviet Union. 

Afterall, Reagan, whe belongs 
av fundamentalist sect but doe: 
attend) Sunday cliureh services, did 
tell AIPAC director Thomas Dine 
last year: “Lo tien hack te your 
ancient prophets in the Old Testa- 
ment and the signs foretelling 
don, and 1 find myself 
wondering if we're the generation 
that's going to see that come about.” 
He hus since identified the Soviet 
Union as “satanic.” 

Falwell, leader of the influential 
Moral Majority, has uied to quel) 
growing anxieties that Reagan plans 
to provoke nuclear war, which has 
certainly been pounced on by the 
Mondale campaign. Yet in a news- 
paper interview in 1981, Falwell was 
quoted as saying: “We believe that 
Russia, because of her need of oil... 
is going to move in on the Middle 
East. and particularly Israel, he- 
cause of their hatred of the Jew, and 
that itis at that time when all hell will 
break out.

1 have heard that an alarmingly 
large group of these fundamentalists 
in the Mid-and Far-West have been 
proposing a scenariv in recent years 
according to which Israel would play 
the τοῖς of sacrificial lamb.

Within this grand theological de- 
sign, there have popped up refer- 
ences to a sinister scheme for razing 
al-Aksa Mosque on the Temple 
Mount in order te facilitute the 
building of the Third Temple and 
advance the return of Jesus the Mes- 
siah. This is not such a sci-fi movie 
scenarin, as anyone can see who has 
followed the trial of the would-be 
Gush Enunim terrorists and hasten- 
ers of the Kingdom of God. But it 
would seem that their notion of the 
deity they intended to serve was 
entirely different from that of the 
fundamentalist groups which have 
been chunnelling tens of thousands 
of dollars to certuin agents in Jeru- 


salem. Where the Christian fun- 
damentalists do meet with the local 
Jewish supporters of aur extreme 
right, from) Ariel Sharon te Rafael 
Eitan to Meir Kahane, is in the latter 
group's readiness to dight to the lust 
Tstacli. 


THE MAINSTREAM of the erga- 
nized American Jewish community 
bas been exercised by the drift, to- 
wards the reinstatement of formal 
religious practices in schouls. In 
countries like England where the 
Church is established. the Jewish 
community has managed fairly well 
to aceommoadite itself te the estab. 
lished religion. In America, howev- 
er. things are different. 

Last week | heard a dire warning 
fram the president of the American 
Jewish Congress. Theodore Mann, 
on whit he saw asa growing threat ta 
the constitutional cuncept of the 
separation of religion and’ state. 
Mann was speaking at the AJC hin- 
theon in New York honouring 
American Sephardi Federation lead 
er Lilian Shalom, when he forecast 
“a very tough time in the next few 
yours.”

SIDNEY LUMET is balding and 
bespectacled, His face is Jandof 
serious expression, lit up by a wai 
and ready smile.

LUMET never moved to Hully- 
wood, and none of his films were 
made there. “Sure, I was offered 
films out there, but never with a 
script I wanted τὸ do, At une time, I 
was very interested in doing Fray 
Girl with Streisand, but that didn't 
work out, itd 1 haven't been tempt- 
ed since. Incidentally, | thought her 
Yenrl was marvellous. 

“Eve lived in New York all my 
life. It's the most exciting city in the 
world. The level of work that's going 
on there is extraordinary, in all the 
arts. There's marvellous painting, 
sensational bullet, great music, and 
actors who are so brilliant, it’s blind- 
ing. 

“Cities hit that kind of thing now 
and then. They have a good 25 yeurs 
or so, New York's been that way for 
the past 30 yours. Will it end? It's 
hard to know, These cycles tend not 
to last long." 

What about the violence, the dirt, 
the nuggings? “The same thing was 
true of Florence in the [Sth cen- 
tury,” Lumet shrugs, “and in Lon- 
don in Shakespeare's time. [t's un- 
fortunate, but not very important." 
Lumet has been described as "the 
pre-eminent delineator of New York 
City life on the screen.” His urban 
trilogy on crime and punishment (or 
the lack thereof) marks a high point 
in his career; Serpico, Dag Day 
Afternoon, and Prince of the City 
developed from “a fairly straightfor- 
ward story into finally something 
very complex, which is the thing that 
interests me most, 

_ “They moved from a simple depic- 
tion of good and evil in terms of 
black and white, to a grey area, It's 
convenient and easy to portray life in 
black and white terms, but all of our 
experience tells us it isn't like that, 
Serpico, was ἃ wonderful portrait of 
a rebel, and most rebels are fairly 
easy lo define. . 

“That's why 1 was delighted when 
Al Pacino, an enormously eruptive 
and volatile talent, wanted to do it, 
But for Prince of the City, 1 chose 
Treat Williams, an unknown but 
briltiant actor, because it was impor- 
tant for that character that it not be 
played by a star, 

“It's a movie about ambivalence, 
the true story of a New-York narco- 
tics detective ‘who agrees to help 
uncover corruption among his col- 
leagues. Our own ‘judgment is in- 
volved in deciding whether his ac- 
tons were heroic or not. If you 
choose a star for that, you've already 
tipped the scale on the side of. the 
heroic, because astarisahero. * 

“Serpico is the story-of a hero, 
and] wanted a star. But in Prince of 
the City, which cost twice as much as 
Serpico, 1 didn't want the audience

“are not interested in movies at all, 
which doesn't bother me a bit."

. and has been nominated “a 
lot" for Osears, but has never won 
one. How does he keep going in 
filmdom's rat-race? “It's largely 
luck, and the luck has to keep hap- 
pening. You need a successful film 
every few films to keep going. 
Whenever I have a hit movie, | 
figure that entitles me to three flops. 

“You have to know when to say 
‘no.’ Creutive people have two prin 
ary doubts: first, that I'm not very 
good, and second, that they're going 
to find that out, and every time you 
say ‘no, you've lust another oppor- 
tunity, and God knows when it'll 
come again, sv it's scary.." 

Despite his brilliant track record, 
“it cun still be difficult to get back- 
ers, because they're often practical 
men with their own ideas of what 
works commercially, [f your subject 
falls within that bailiwick, it's not 
difficult to get financing, but if it falls 
outside, then it is. 

“Fortunately, there are enough 
good actors who are also stars, 50 
that these days you don’t have to 
compromise on talent any more. But 
you must never compromise on the 
subject, because then you’ haven't 
got anything left, and it's not worth 
doing,” 

He has made very few comedies, 
“because I'm not very talented at 
it.” Jewish seriousness? ‘No, | think 
Jews are mostly very funny people. 
His first comedy was Bye Bye 


_ Braverman, which he describes as “8 


delightful movie and a failure, which 
has had a very long life and its own 
coterie of fans despite being ἃ 
failure.” ‘ 

His latest film, Garbo Talks, star- 
ring Anne Bancroft, is another com- 
edy and a sort of relief from Daniel, 
“because it's very hard to keep ons 
on a certain level of intensity, 50 you 
take your vacation on film.” 

Sidney Lumet turned 60 last June. 
Has he accomplished what he set out 
to do? “There's always a cortain 
discontent, something more you 
want to do. I have two projects now, 
both outside the usual movie fare 
and both will be difficult to find 
financing for. But I'm hoping. You 
know the perennial thing: over the 

-mountain, theré’s always another 
mountain.” . : q

NO DOUBT Retchen Reuben is first

If 
in Merry Christmas Mr. Lawrenve he 
was excellent but had to pkiy the 
Straight man to David Bowie and 
Ryuichi Sakamoto, here there is no 
One in sight to compete with his 
acting. As Gowan McGlund, the 
dissipated, alcoholic, lecherous, 
rumpled Welsh poct who survives by 
lecturing about his own poetry at 
ladies' tea parties in American sub- 
urbia, he is a marvel to watch, funny, 
Pathetic. cynical and desperate, all 
at the same time, 

Peter de Vries, who wrote the 
original novel, was clearly inspired by 
such live exumples as Dylan Thomas 
and Brendan Behan; the novel was 
then turned into a play, and veteran 
scriptwriter Julius Epstein con- 
Cocted from it all a literate, verbose 
screenplay, which stops short of 
tragedy on the one hand and satire 
on the other. and limits itself to 
intelligent entertainment.

USUALLY in this column, one can 
expect τὸ read all about how | entall 
kinds of wonderful dishes. This

The reason for my shame is a news 
story which I wrote last week, ‘in 
which I cast doubt upon the medals 
won by the Isriel national team of 
chefs at the International Culinary 
Olympics in Frankfurt’ recently. 
Their medals, J implied, had been 
given to them simply because they 
participated in the event. 

In fact, together with a number of 
other national teams, they reached 
fifth place. One reason for the mis- 
take was the fact that in previous 
competitions, all the national teams 
teceived a medal. This year, the 
judges decided to be more selective. 

That the Israelis received recogni- 
tion is indeed extraordinary. For 
Most countries, the national tourist 
Quthorities recognize th 
our won by thetic chefs cast 
upon the country and are only to 
willing ta back their representative. 
Ta Israel, the team, led ind 


MATTERS OF TASTE/Haim Shapiro 


by Avigdor Brueh, president of the 
Israel Circle of Chefs, had literally to 
zo begging for funds. Since all these 
who went are hotel chefs, their 
hotels paid the air fare, but the chefs 
still had to find backing for the 
materials and ingredients used. 

Once in Frankfurt, they found 
themselves facing teams which had, 
like themselves, five chefs, but 
which came with back-up squads of 
up fo 20 members, Some countries 
spent literally hundreds of thousiunds 
of dollars. ‘The Israelis had a total 
budget af $1,500, 

They were lucky, however, in hav- 
ing as their litisan a woman whe for 
nny years had served as the seeret- 
ary of the German chefs’ association 
and whe made their way through the 


ins and outs of the contest far casier. 
But even she could not change the 
fact that to prepare the required 
assormment of cold platters and two 
hot main courses for the competition 
they had exactly a day and a half ina 
al kitchen. 

interesting to note that the 
team had submitted recipes for eight 
dishes, of which two were to be 
prepared by the teum and served in a 
local restaurant Hs main courses. The 
judges chose the two dishes which 
cost the least and sold for about cight 
marks apiece, or under 1S] .400. 


THE ISRAELIS prepared Cornish 
hens, glazed in honey and served 
with a Sahra sauce and St. Peter 
Hagatil, in which the filleted Kin- 


neret fish are served with τι salmon 
mousse. Neither is exactly an easy 
dish, hut both could he made at 
home by the determined amateur. 
The recipes are for four portions. 

For the chicken, remove the buck- 
bone from four Cornish hens and 
open them up Jike butterflies, 
pounding them with the flat edge of a 
large knife to flatten them. A day 
before they are to be served, pul 
them in a marinade made up of it 
glass of white wine, a glass of Subra 
Liqueur, two bay leaves, a sliced 
carrot, a sliced onion, salt, pepper 
and a little shredded or ground gin- 
ger. 

Remove the chicken from the 
marinade und boil down the muri- 
nade (with the vegetables) together 
with a glass of concentrated meat 
stock, The amateur will probably 
have to use broth froma cube, which 
is far less good, but will do. 

Meanwhile, dry the chicken and 
pan Fry it ἐπ ἃ little oil on both sides. 
Then brush it with honey and put it 
in u hot oven for 10 minutes, Serve 
with the strained sauce. ‘The chefs 


served the Cornish hen with 

ed and stir-fried strips of —_ 
squash and red and white cabbage. 
ἀι wnged to form a nest, with three 
tiny potatoes inside. 

For the fish dish, marinate ei 
fillets of St. Peter's fish in i 
pepper, Jemon juice and parsley for 
at few hours. Meanwhile, cut 80 gm 
of frozen filleted salmon into small 
cubes and blend well in a blender ur 
fond processor with a tablespoon of 
heavy cream. 

Arrange the fish on a baking dish 
with (we fillets overlapping at an 
angle, piping a little of the salmon 
mixture at the point where they join. 
Pour a little white wine in the pan 
and bake for 10 minutes in a hot 
oven. 

Meunwhile, prepare a sauce by 
boiling down separately two cups of 
fish broth and 100 gm. of heavy 
cream. When both are thick, blend 
them and add a teaspoon each of 
chopped chives and diff. The Israeli 
team served the fish with fingers of 
cooked carrot, squash, turnip and 
small potatoes in butter. Qo

audience as single partner. After 
watching them 1 have come to have 
an even preater respect for genuine 
dialogne. 

Yossi Banai is one of the best 
actos on thi li stuge today, and 
several of his performances stay 
vividly in the memory. But they are 
trom yeas back, Yet even when he 
turned to light entertainment, he 
never lost his feeling for the art of the 
stage, and almost never descended 
ta vulgarity and coarseness; he re- 
miined a pillar of good taste for a 
popular audience much corrupted by 
other actors, He must now be hugely 
enjoying himself playing the part of 
another actor, and a most specticu- 
lar one. Edmund Keun (1787- 1833)" 
was the prototype of the romantic 
actor, and as theatrical in his life as 
on the stage. Mendel Kohansky pro- 
vides an interesting account of his 
life in his posthumous book, The 
Disreputable Prafession, ina chapter 
with the apt title, “The Demoniac 
Actor," 

If one accepts the judgment of 
critics of that period - some of them 
great writers and knowledgeable 
theatre-goers — he must have heen a 
great actor, Sometimes one gets the 
impression that the critic of a’Kean 
performance has just been pul 
through a wringer. He was “8 con- 
summate master of passionate ¢x- 
pression,” violent, impulsive, extra- 
vagant, but lacking grace, grandeur, 
and subtlety of characterization. He 
provided London, Paris and New 
York with a new conception of 
Shakespeare, but not a durable one. 
His acling was uneven, he was prone 
to temperamental outbursts, to sulk- 
ing and depression. His life, also, 
was a work of art. It was not the 
product of a harmonious personal- 
ity: it testified rather to a torn soul, ἃ

A few months back Τ saw Geral- 
ding McEwan ay Mrs. Malaprop in 
Sheridan's The Rivals, in London, 
and admired her very individual in- 
terpretation of the cole. Her versions 
of Jane Austen have the sane 
tongue-in-check sweetness, the 
same ingratiating manner spiced 
with « hidden sarcasm. The canjune- 
tion of actress and writer embodies 
some excellent English characteris~ 
tics but not in the best way, McEwan 
is very good in dialogues - she plays 
both parts - from Pride and Pre- 
judice, Mansfield Park, and Enuna. 
The episodes she chooses are both 
amusing and satirical, The descrip- 
tive parts from Persuasion, for ex- 
ample, are weaker, and, in the end, @ 
bit tiring. They demonstrate that 
Jane Austen should be read and not 
heard, should be slowly and patient- 
ly savoured. Moreover, the larger 
halls where Geraldine McEwan per- 
formed here deprive the perform- 
ances of the required intimacy. Still, 
it is an enjoyable evening, especially 
if it makes one go back to Jane 
Austen.

The man- 
with the jarringly familiar name of 
Karl Yitzhak Marx observed the first 
round of play, then, figuring that he 
had nothing to lose but a game, 
entered the fray himself. 


Karl Marx, in his first game, play- 
ἐδ ἃς his first word RETINAS, cupi- 
talizing on one of the most patent sets 
of seven letters - and certainly the 
most versatile: RETINAS can be 
anagrammed to spell no less than 
seven other wards - ANESTRI, 
NASTIER, RATINES, RETAINS, 
RETSINA, STAINER and 
STEARIN. 

The six letters af RETINA form 
the basis for high bingo- 
conduciveness. Add an [ as the 
seventh letter, and you have JN- 
ERTIA. Add an M for RAIMENT 
or MINARET, add ἃ W for TAW- 
NIER or ΤΙΝ ΑΕ, In fact, 17 of 
the 26 letters of the alphabet may be 
added to RETINA to form a total of 
48 possible bingos. 


RETINA is a combination of six 
letters of high frequency. RE- 
TINAE (or TRAINEE) is mathe- 
matically the most probable of the 
21,733 seven-letter words in the 
Scrabble dictionary, occurring with 
an approximate frequency of once in 
13,870 random draws, That may 
seem like too much of a Jong shot to 
bother with, but you don’t have to 
wait that long to get such ἃ wender- 
ful rack, because drawing randomly 
is hardly a strategy.

IF, FOR EXAMPLE, yuu are look- 
ing at a rack of AAINRTX, you 
should detect the makings of a 
binga-potent rack: pliy uway the 
AX for a good score, and you are 
likely to pick up an E for your 
game-breaking RETINA G. This 
Strategy is culled rack management, 
and is a major difference between a

Studying the RETINA list - and 
others like it - will help you recog- 
nize bingus and near-bingos where 
previously you might only have seen 
a rack full of impotent one-point 
tiles.

TO BUILD UP a sizeable audience 
for cultural presentations and good 
music performiunces in outlying 
places takes a long time.

If only architects would take into 
consideration that music on a stage 
with no reflecting side walls and 
especially nu ceiling over the stage, 
loses most of its acoustic properties, 
as sound rises and the curtains and 
vpen ceilings cal up must of the 
musical waves.

EVEN IN THE “off-season,” New 
York is, for dance, like a boiling 
cauldron.

The Merce Cunningham Com- 

y at the Jayce Theatre wus, bean 
adisappointment. Though the audi- 
ence was ecstatic, Cunningham, 65, 
looked older and arthritic. His 
choreography, where new, was pre- 
dictable, and where “quoted” from 
past works wits bitsy. 

Not so the Dance Theatre of Har- 
lem at the City Centre. There the 

gramme began with a superbly 
sleek performance of Balanchine's 
Agon — not surprising, since co- 
director Arthur Mitchell is a former 
leading dancer of Balanchine‘s com- 

ny. Then came ἃ speli-weaving 
Giselle, faithful to the classical tradi- 
tion, but set in old-time Louisiana 
with its upper-class Creoles and 
bayou peasants, instead of old-time 
Rhineland. The Wilis seemed to 
emanate from the background of 
swamps and marshes, although their 
costumes were tov Grecian. 

Of the modern groups 1 saw, 
neither the Lillo Way nor the Rebec- 
ca Kelly companies st the Mary- 
mount Theatre showed any note- 
worthy choreography, but the danc- 
ing here und everywhere was excel- 
lent. 

At the Riverside Dance Festival, 
to which director David Manion in- 
vited me, Douglas Nielson appeared 
in a “Choreo Showcase.” Isravlis 
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will remember him as a member of 
the Batsheva Company while Paul 
Sunassardo was director. He loaks 
slimmer now — and is dancing better 
too. His choreography had some 
strong and clever ideas in twa duets 
(with different women), never 
dwarfing the dance motifs.

Sterco cassette of appalling 
flatulence. Horrid gift.” The ulti- 
mate shaming horror, intended for 
the Framing of the Few, is designed 
to titillate the neighbours and even 
the pastman: “Cringe your enemics 
with Insulting Envelope Stickers, 
e.g. ‘VD Clinic -- Urgent Report.’ 
If these’are a sample of some of 
the ready-made jokes availabie, 
what can the euphemistically-named 
“Pranksters” possibly offer’? Are 
they staffed by Totenkapf SS vetcr- 
. ans and do they stock bubonic pla- 
gue bacilli and flamethrawers?

In his gregarious, lively auto- 
biography Lewis tells about the 
opening night of Clifford Odets’s 
Waiting For Lefty, in which Lewis 
played a small role: “a night to 
remember...the dialogue, aside 
from the social comment, reflected a 
kind of street poetry that brought 
rours of approval from the audience 
«NO one left the premises after the 
wild ovation at the finish. Hordes of 
people stormed backstage to get a 
glimpse, not only of the actors, but 
of this fellow Odets,” 

Lewis and Strasberg differed fun- 
damentally in their interpretation of 
the Moscow Art Theatre's Stanis- 
lavski acting style, Strasberg evolved 
“The Method,” a “let-it-all-hang- 
out" approach, epitomized by Mar- 
lon Brando, in which the actor 
attempts to find a justification for his 
role, a “handle,” entirely from with- 
in his own experience. Lewis's inter- 
pretation is to have the actor under- 
stand his role not only on the basis of 
his own experience, but also within 
the context and style of the play 
itself. “The Method," used in Stras- 
berg’s “Actor Studio," has been 
adopted hy leading Hollywood and 
Broadway performers for the past 30 


years, and, | ewis feels, has severe! 
limited the abitity of the American 
actor to play a wide variety of roles, 
Lewis achieved commercial sue. 
cess on Broacdhway with his pradue- 
tien of William Saroyan fantasies in 
the bute Thirties, and, later, the 
musival Rrigddoon and the 
Teahouse ef the Angust Moon 
Robert Lewis has varied his Broad. 
way career with leaching, particular 
at the Yale Diama School, and, 
ever the optimist, he continues. even 
in his seventies, to teach and estab- 
lish theatre Uhraughout the country. 


JOHN LALIR notes at the beginning 
of his biogiaphy (now available in 
paperback) of his star comic-actar 
father Bert Lahr that he dreamed of 
his fither one night und woke up 
crying. ‘The incident apparently 
prompted this book, but, unfortu- 
nately, the author's catharsis is the 
reader's tedium, 

Ordinarily ἃ perceptive, intell- 
gent writer, Lahr allowed himself to 
get carried away. There are pages 
and pages of puintless appendices 
that give his father's vaudeville and 
slage routines verbatim. Moli¢re 
Bert Lahr was not. He built a 40-year 
career as a wild. zany character, 
subduing it and making it more soph- 
isticuted by working with performers 
like Bea Lille and Ethel Merman. 
He even becume the darling of the 
intellectuals when he played one of 
the tramps in Samuel Beckett's Wait- 
ing For Godot. But Lahr's career 
was sunimed up by actor Frank Mor- 
gan when he told hin that playing 
the cowardly lion in the Wizard of 
Oz “will make you a big hit, but it 
won't do you any good... You're 
playing an animal.” 

Looking back at the Twenties and 
Thirties of Harris, Lewis and Lahr is 
like looking back at a time as misty as 
Arthurian legend. The stars, actors, 
writers, producers, directors and cri- 
tics who buttressed the Broadway 
that was on everyone's lips have 
vanished. What is left is a Broadway 
whose cultural role has diminished 
enormously. Today, there are the 
closed, airless plays of Tom Stop- 
pard and Lanford Wilson, the grey 
world of Athol Fugard and Harold 
Pinter, the quirky-funny plays of 
Wasserstein and Simon and Allen. 
There are $45 tickets for thedtre 
parties for the shrinking number of 
theatre fanatics, and for the intellec- 
tuals. [f you want the: Broadway of 
excitement and adventure and un- 
quenchable optimism, you must 
read about it. a 


THE PRINCIPAL aim of the Un-

Soffer does offer some hope. 
“Ideally,” he concludes, “the effec- 
tive use of the provisions of the 
Charter in the context of peaceful 
settlement of disputes should rely on 
the mutuality of the disputants’ in- 

. terest in solving their problems and 
the harmonization of conflicting su- 
pape interests. In the case of the 

idle Enst above all others, the’ 
inherent incompatible and irrecon- 
cilable interests of the chief pro- 

_ tagonists represent a threat to inter- 

-mational peace and security -- in 
,other words, war between the super- 
powers, Π 5 this periodic threat that 
may yet determine the border be- 
τα tween persuasion and imposition in 
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peacemaking through the United 
Nations.” 


IT IS curious that the United Na- 
tions has been confronted by one 
form or other of the Arab-isrueli 
conflict almost from the day of its 
inception. Istvan Pogany's study 
traces the role of the Security Coun- 
cil in the five wars -- six, if you 
include the “War of Attrition” of 
1969-1970 -- that have been fought 
here since 1948. 

The Middle East conflict deserves 
careful analysis by students of the 
United Nations. One reason for this 
is that the Security Council has been 


closely involved throughout, a cit- Ὁ 


cumstance which, in the author's 
opinion, provides a rich source of 
material about the work of the 
Security Council in resolving inter- 
national disputes. A second reason 
he adduces is that the Arab-Israeli 
conflict is. ‘peculiarly instructive 
cancerning the degree to which the 
effectiveness of the Security Council 


. May be Impaired where the interests 


of the superpowers are involved.” 
Dr. Pogany is nothing if not thor- 


‘ough. He studiously confines his 


Tesearches to the activities of the 


Security Council, to the exclusion of 
those of any other UN agency. The 
Jarring mission, for instance, which 
tightly gets detailed treatment in The 
U.N. as Peacemaker, is totally 
ignored by Pugany. Operation Peace 
far Galilee, however, is extensively 
covered in a long chapter which 
includes a section on the Kaban 
Report, and another in which 
Pogany speaks of “the aftermath” of 
the operation. Ἁ 

In summing up his findings. he 
suggests that, while the Secunily 
Council has failed to realize the 
hopes pinned on it when it was 
conceived, it has made a significant 
contribution to the maintenance 0 
world peace. In the context of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, the Council’ 5 
“most conspicuous tion” 10 ἃ 
settlement was Resolution 242, 
adopted in November, .1967, 
calling for “the establishment of ἃ 
just and lasting peace in the Middle 
East.” The author believes, howev- 
er, that the text of that resolution 
“no longer serves. as an adequate 
basis for a resolution of the A 
Israeli conflict, particularly as it ΓΕ’ 
fers to the Palestinians mere! a 
‘refugee problem.’”

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THOSE OF US bain after the found- 
ing of the State of Israel offen take 
the miracle for granted. The path 
tawards Jewish nationhued was 
never snivalli: we forget this. The 
fnet that the Jews managed lo 
translorm their lenwous existence 
into a rooted aie, wilh ne power 
base of their own, and nothing to af- 
fer the kind’s official rulers — first 
the Turks. and then the British — 
needs recounting. 

Clive Irving's Promise the Earth 
revolves around: this miraculous 
event. His navel is set in the period 
where the promise of Jewish 
nationhood began Lo suggest more 
than the wistful dream of elderly 
men. Yel he demonstrates just how 
tenuous Jewish life here was. His 
specifie period is World War | 
rather than the Holocaust and its af- 
termath. He gives us a vivid picture 
of the different clements fighting for 
the country. 

Irving's fiction utilizes many real 
people. Amvng them are Surah and 
Aaron Aarensohn, and Abshalom 
Feinberg, members uf NILI — the 
Jewish underground organization 
which supplied the British with in- 
formation about the Turks. Irving 
inserls Asa Koblensky, a young 
Russian army deserter, and an avid 
believer in the Jewish homeland, 
inv ΝΗ]. and weaves his tale 
around the group's many tribula- 
tions, Thase of us tao young lo 
remember first-hand this phase of 
Palestinian Jewish history will be 
amused to realize how decply the 
Jews of Zichron Ya'ucov resented 
ΝΗ]. Jews docilely accept Turkish 
rule, some actually us collaborators. 
A tubbi wilnesses Sarah's torture, 
and rules: “for the informer, there is 


πὸ hope.” 


KOBLENSKY travels lo Cairo to 
offer NILI's services to the British. 
He meets Viudimir Jubotinsky and 
T.E. Lawrence. Recognizing thut no 
tule about this period is complete 
without these two colourful men, Ir- 
ving has worked them in very 
curefully. But he does not allow the 
reul-tife figures of his novel to 
overshadow the fictional ones. He 
invents also the ussimilated Michuel 
Bron, τι rich English Jew serving in 
Palestine und mirried to Tessa, ἃ 
beautiful Catholic. Bron in the end 
is converled by Koblensky. 

Then there is Owen Kippax, the 
epitome of the British undercover 
man, who does his best to serve 
Englund's interests by promising 
both Jew and Anth the same strip of 
land. And there is Esther Mosseri, 
the dangerously sophisticated Egyp- 
lian Jewess, whose loyalties are 
firstly to Egypt. Working for an in- 
dependent Egypt, Esther discovers 
herself viewed with unalterable 
Suspicion by her colleagues. She

suns 10 Palestine, where he will be 
killed by an Arab bullet, as he plies 
his milk wagan through the streets 
of Ashkelon. 

Pinkus does not allow Shimen 
uny strong display of emotion, Yel 
he is not # man without feeling — it 
is becumse he loves his harpy-like 
wife and his children that he 
chooses to peddle his goods 
Uhreughout the country. Paradox- 
ically, the novel is imbued with 
Shimon's own sense of despair. bis 
encountered when his father rel'uses 
lo give Shinton’s cousin and future 
wife a home during the First World 
War because she is nol amember of 
his immediate family, The despair 
returns When Shimon experiences 
his first pogrom, far from home und 
any help. And the reader despairs 
when Shimon, with a new wife ind 
home in Israel, and tenatively 
reuching out once more for hup- 
piness, is shot by an Arub sniper. 


SHIMON, THE son of Zelman, can 
naturally be taken us 2 symbol of 
European Jewry. His despuir-filled 
story was a reality for ull too many. 
One is infuriated by the passive ac- 
ceptunce of everything. Whatever 
the goyim decide, Zelman tells 
young Shimon, we will just have to 
sit it out. Jews must simply uccept 
the distress visited on them.

half metre vertical panels suffer from 
overworked faconic surfaces. The 
aura of space und movement is clo- 
seted by the hammering home of 
several different textural nnd geomet- 
τὶς areas forced into neo-cubistic 
compositions. The shapes are fixed 
in clearly bordered positions, while 
other elements like filigreed news- 
print, pieces of rant, gauze and twine 
attempt to “dance ™ around them. 


YIGAL ZALMONA, in his cata- 
logue introduction, tries to explain 
Ben-Haim’s objects as artistic solu- 
tions to the tension created by the 
polarization of nature and culture 
and to show how the various sym- 
bols and metaphors (textures. and 


found material) are assimilated into 
each other to form a “new pre- 
sence." What seems to be lacking in 
these “new presences" is a sensitiv- 
ity for material vis-a-vis size and 
pruportion, and a personality of 
their own. 

One accepts the sculptures and 
teliefs as contemporary works, but 
cannot help placing their “souls” in 
the utcliers of other times. The de- 
rivativeness goes back to Picasso and 
Gris and up through Calder, Armit- 
age Motherwell and Pousette-Dart. 
The only difference is that Ben- 
Haim uses the spindly» and crus- 
taccous surfaces to portray an im- 
aginary nature-culture syndrome in 
the throcs of calamity, while his 
influences were seeking the truth 
right in front of them.

THE VARIETY of rare musical 
instruments in the exhibition “A fri- 
ca: Image and Sound" suggests the 
extent lo which song, dance and 
music permeute tribal life. Among 
the many instruments that played it 
role in social, religious and magical 
Titual are huge hide-topped drums 
with carved sides; a horizontal 
arched hurp topped by a sculpted 
head; fiddles made from half gourds 
and ‘plucking instruments from a 
turtle-shell. An hourglass-shaped 


. double-headed drum from Nigeria 


served to transmit messages. 

The majority of the 200 objects 
exhibited are connected with native 
beliefs. Perhaps the most fascinating 
are the fetish figurines from the 
Congo, carved from wood, with va- 
rious substances and sharp objects 
attached to them by the medicine 
man. These statuettes are not among 
the prettiest of African art, but ex- 
ude a threatening “spirit” and are 
modelled in powerful abstraction. 
Several witch-doctor’s’ implements 
are also on exhibit. 

A few fine old pieces of West 
African sculpture on show were in- 
tended to be used for fertility rites,

monics and magic purposes. Despite 


‘the bold simplification, they are full 


of vitality: a Senufo (Ivory Coast) 
couple, probably ancestor figures, 
are seated on low stools, their heads 
tilted: forward and their elongated 
eyes half-closed.

THE EXHIBITED masks Jose 
much of their visual impact because 
of the crowded space assigned to the 
show. ‘Nonetheless, some pieces 
emerge: a Sebi Bateke (Congo) 
mask styled in ultimate geometrical 
abstraction; a helmet mask of the 
Bakuba tribe (Zaire), inlaid with 
beads and cowries, its massive fea- 
tures of powerful cubic elements. 
Rarely seen is an entire disguise of 
a Senufo secret society priest, a 
sackcloth hand-dyed in geometrical 
patterns. He wore it during exorcism 
ceremonies at night, while he leaped 
around the village to the accompani- 
ment of droning horns, concealed by 
an elongated, open-jawed animal- 
mask with large fangs. Through this 
the priest emitted sparks of fire with 
the aid of a burning tinder. 
One of the most splendid pieces is 
a headdress representing an ante- 
lope divinity called-Chi Wara. It 
shows the sweeping curve of head 
and neck in openwork carving. Such 
pleces are worn by Bambara (Mali) 
boys who dance in pairs with mar- 
rageable, lavishly costumed young 
girls to promote growth in the fields. 
A dissonant note is sounded by 
ilatge, garish appliqué wall-hangings 
from Dahomey: with their murder- 
ous themes: tribesmen (shown red- 
skinned) cut off the head, tear apart 
and hang the white man (depicted in 
How). These designs express the

RICHLY embroidered or colourful 
ly woven costumes and fabrics are 
among the most attractive exhibits. 
Also shown are indigenous crafts: 
basketry, calabashas, beaded pieces, 
carved wooden neckrests and heavy 
metal bracelets, anklets and neck- 
bands. 

Unusual are the reliefs of carved 
wooden door-panels belonging (Ὁ 
priestly granaries (Dogon, Mali), 
with rows of male and female ances- 
tors: the top line is tallest, represent- 
ing the earliest forefathers who 
obtained the largest share of the 
Creator's vital force.
